TO BE REGISTERED. 


Heretofore registration has been only necessary in 
the case of general elections, Tue amendments to 
the poe penned at the last session of the Legisia- 
ture it necessary for voters to be registered 
for all elections. The us o thus de- 
scribed in the statute: 

‘* The persons authorized by law, or appointed 
ursuant to any town or city ordinance, to act as 
nudges and imspectors of election in any town, 

city, or ward, oi other election district or precinct 
in State, shall constitute a Board of RKegis- 
for their respective tuwns, cities, wards, dis- 
or precincts, and shall meet on Tuesday three 
weeks preceding State éiection (or other elec- 
tion, of course, at 8 o'clock a. m., and proceed to 
make a list as hereinafter prescribed, of all persons 
qualified and entitled to vote at tue ensuing elec- 
uon in the election district of which they are 
j es or inspectors; which list. when completed, 
shall constitute and be known as the register of 
electors of said election district.” 

The law requires the Board to again meet on 
Tuesday of the week preceding the election, at 8 
o'clock a. m., and remain in session until 0 p. m., 
to complete ir tists. The first meeting of the 
Registry Board will be heid on the 14th of Octo- 
ber, and the second on the 28th. Vovers should 
bear these facts in mind, and be sure to register, 
thas avoiding vexatious delay on the day of elec- 
uon. 8

A group of clubs, organized for the purposes of 
systematiging the only distinctively American 
sport, andof making it respectable, honorable, and 
attractive in all ite details, that has succeeded in 
keeping its pledges to the public through four suc- 
cessive seasans, is deserving of more than a pass- 
ing notice. 

The League has bad in ite ranks, since ite organ- 
ization in the winter of 1875-6, the fellewing- 
named clubs: Athletic (Philadelphia), .Mataal 
(New York), Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati (J. L. 
Keck & Co.), Cincinnati (present organization), 
Hartford, Lonisviile, St. Louis, Indianapolis, Mil- 
waukee, Providence, Buffalo, Cleveland. Syracase, 
and Trop. Of the sixteen cjubs named, oniy two— 
Boston and Chicago—remaia of those who contested 
for the championship in the first year of the 
league. The Athleticand Mutual Clubs were ex- 
pelled in 1876, The Cipeinnati (J. L. Keck & 
Oo.), Hartford, Louisville, and &t. Louis Clubs 
disbanded in 1877. The Indiagapolis and Milwau- 
kee Clabs, entered in 1878, disbanded at the close 
of that year. The Star Club, admitted at the last 
annus! Com vention, disbanded last month; leaving 
as active members the veteran Boston and Chicago 
Clubs; the Cincinnati Club, as reorganized in 1877; 
the Providence, admitted in 1878; and the Buf- 
falo, Cleveland, and Troy Clubs, which entered 
the League arena at tag beginning of the present 
season.

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A GENERAL MISTAKE.

Where Charles Dickens Got the Characters 
for “The Cricket on the Nearth.” 

Mr. J. H. Liddons, who kaew Charles Dickens 
from boynood, says he found himself very late 
ene night at a railway station-near Norwich. 
‘*Scarceiy had I set my foot on the platform,” 
he writes, when | was accosted by a tall young 
mau of the yeoman type, who had come to fetch 
the letter-beg.

I told him 
that I was bound for Norwich, two miles off. 
‘You can not get there, sir, till later in the 
morning. I wili drive you there, as I go with 
the meil-bag at 8 o’clock.’ Accordingly. I eon- 
cluded to accept a bed, and a supper if possible, 
at the bostiery close at hand. I entered the 
kitchen where a bright fire was burning, and sat 
myself before it. ‘There was pothing strange ia 
this. But presently 1 heard ‘clock, clock,“ be- 
hiod me, aud turaing round | beheid Tilly Slow- 


boy in a oair of wooden ciogs! The idea dawned 


upon me that I was among some of the dramatis 
persone of the Cricket on the Hearth. sup- 
position soon grew igto conviction, for in a few 
minutes a pretty little round woman came io 
and informed me that supper was ready in an 
adjoining parlor, ‘Dot, by Jove!’

French Criminal Statistics, 

The official report addressed to the President 
of the Republic in reference to the admiumtrea- 
tion of justice in criminal causes in France aud 
Algeria in 1877 has recently been published, and 
shows that the number of persons accused and 
tried before the C.uninal Courts was 4,413, of 
whom 3,180 were meg. and 733 women, The fig- 
ures showing the civil condition of the prison- 
ers are calculated to throw a curious light on the 
relations between tue celibete and married state 
on the ope hand and crime on the other. Ihe 
result is, indeed, strikingly in favor of the 
wedded as Compared with the single condition. 
Thus it is found that, while proportion of 
unmarried persons tried for the grayest 
class of  erimes is 8 in ever 
100,000, there were among the marrie 
the widows, aud the widowers only 11 in every 

The couutry, too, would seem, so 
as these statistics go, to enjoy a purer atmas- 
phere in a moral ag well as @ physical sense 
compared with the cities of France; for, whi 
the towns furovish 17 prisoners from overs 100, - 
000 of their population, the country afforded 
less than one-half,—namely, only 8 per 100,000.

lopging to the Siatipe Chapel of the Vatican, 
und gent expressly to the Pope to do boner to 
the festival of the Madonna di Loreto. The 
music was excellent and admirably performe 
otherwise the heat of the crowded church woul 
haye been oporessive Guring the two hours and: 
a halt which it lasted. Meanwhile up and down 
the side aisles a continuous procession of pil- 
grims were paying their devotions to the Ma- 
donva in the Holy House, which is situated be- 
hind the bigh altar, and to eater which wey had 
to struggie severely, although only allowed to 
goin by one door and ont by another, the eu- 
trance and exit being both guarded by veterans 
with drawn swords, always on duty round the 
sanctuary. The house, or rather room, 
inclosed by Leo X. in splendidiy sculpt- 
ured marble walls, had originally only 
one door, but Clement il, in the 
sixteenth century, closed it, and opened 
three othert more commodious for visitors, ove 
of which was reserved fur access to the fireplace 
and the cupboard in which the relics are wape 
and exhibited for the pious veneration of the 
faithiul. Several monks, seated at desks with 
registers before nem, were ingeribing the names 
of pilgrims who had bespoken masses for them- 
eeives or for relations or by commission from 
persons at home wuo could not hemselves per- 
form the pligrimage. lo tact, these pilgrimages 
are chiefly perfarmed by proxy, which expigias 
why the pilgrims, especially from the metro- 
p.litan provinces, are chiefly of the very lowest 
classes. It will appear surprising mat, al- 
tnough these devout wayfarers live in the most 
sordid maoner, herding together to sleep, with 
their bundies under their heads, under the 
portico adjoining the church, or oa the bare floor 
of barps or roms without furniture, where wey 
pay a soldo each for a nicht's lodging, and Pi 
erally eat nothing but boiled malize flour, 
calculated that each m spends 
france in Lorete, either for masses, 
tions, and indulgences, or in objects of devo- 
tion, medals, rosaries, etc., of which there are 
several mauufagtories ia we town, besides an 
immense importation of the finer sorts from 
france. Nearly all these purcbases are made 
on commission for persons in easy circum- 
stancesin the pilgrims’ respective towns or 
villages, and certilicaves are granted to such 
pilgrims ou application to the ecclesiastical au- 
thorities, specifying that they have gone 
through the requisite acts of devotion at the 
sanctuary, : 

It is customary also tor pilgrims to have their 
arms and nands tattooed with we date of their 
pilgrimage, and some sacred effigy, generaliy 
the figure of the Madonna as sculbtured by Bt. 
Luke. lexamined these works of art on the 
arms of a mature pilgrim, whose first journey 
to the Holy House was registered on her righ} 
arm in 1830. Various omer inscriptions occu- 
pied the other available space on both arma, 
and she showed me with some complactacy the 
last inscripiion just executed above hier right 
thumb, specifying thatit was her twelfth pil- 
grimage. Tatfooing ia not expensive at Loreto, 
costing only one soldo for a brief ingeription, or 
two for a more pretentious A 1 presume 
the artists must be very expert if they have to 
tattoo a »undred pilgrims to earn a dollar. Out- 
ward demonstrations of devotion are very ob- 
servable, indeed painfully among: the pil- 
grims to the Holy House. they approach 
the churen, usually in troops of forty or 
fifty, they traverse the. piazza on their Knees, 

0 “Lodi di Maria (praises of 
Mary), frequently trail their 
tongues along the church-pavement from 
the great bronze entrance- gates to the 
sanctuary behind the high altar. After having 
completed all their acts of devotion they leave 
the church singing the same byma of praise, 
descending the steps backward and kissing each 
steb as with apparent reluctance they abandon 
the sacred spot. The peasantry of the environs 
of Loreto seem to be very well off in comparison 
with che pilgrims from the southern provinces, 
to judge by the smartness of their costumes, 
and the ar of enjoyment with which they 
swarmed into the towa for the amusements 
rather than the devotion of the festival. Ido 
not mean to insinuate that in this case, as in 
some others, familiarity breeds qontempt,” 
but [ suppose that living, so to say, Within the 
precinets of the Holy House, they can pay their 
devotions to the M ane .

THE MILITIA LAW. 


INDICTMENT AGAINST HERMANN PRBESSER, OF 
THE LEHR UND WEHR VEREIN. 

Yesterday the following indictment was returned 
by the Grand Jury against Hermann Presser, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Lehr und Wehr 
Verein, of this city, for drilling and parading that 
organization under arms, contrary to the law: 

Hermann Presser, late of the County of Cook, 
on the 24th day of September, in the year of our 
Lord „ in said Coek County, in the State of 
Ljlinois, not then and there belonging to nor being 
a member of the regularly organized volunteer 
militia of this State, or the troops of 
the United States, unlawfully did, with 
forty other men, whose names are to the 
said jurors unknown, associate themselves 
together as a military company and organization, 
the said Hermann Presser, and the said forty other 
men, whose names are to the said jurors unknown. 
as aforesaid, not then and there having a license 
from the Governor of the State of Lilinois per- 
mitting them so to do.

did unlawfully belong to a body of men consisting 
ofa large numoer, te wit: forty men, whose 
names are to the jurors unknown, said large body 
of men then and there having unlawfulty associat- 
ed themselves together as and into a military com- 
pany and organization without tnen and there hav- 
ng the license of the Governor of this State au- 
thorizing them so to do; and the jurors aforesaid,

Tne Revi J. C. Hartzell, D. D., of New Or- 
Jeans, editor of the Southwestern Christian Ad- 
vocate, io stopping a few days in this city, and a 
feporter’bad slong talk wich him yesterday 
about the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
South. Many interesting facts were learned, 
and the conversation is subjoined in convected 
form, the questions asked being omitted. Dr. 
Hartzell said: 

“The division of the Methodist Episcopal 

occurred in 1844, and after that 
ogy Soe Episcopal Chureh South was 
organized, and it occupied almost wholly 
the Southern States until the close of 
the War. that time the Meth-

In fourteen 
Coliterences, principally colored, there are about 
90,000 members; and in fourteen Conferences, 
mostly White, there are 206.000 members.

Advocate, at Atlanta, Ga., and the South- 
waltern Christian Advocate, at New Orleans. 

“Besides the churches and parsonages a large

women. A large educational work has been 
done among the colored people through the in- 
strumentality of the Freedman’s Aid Society, 
of which the Rev. Dr. Rust, of Cincinnati, is 
the Corresponding Secretary.

to education. And bence the absolute necessity 
—— agressive church work in the 


Then, again, the old churches in the South 
have for generations been permeated with the 
sentiment apd belief that slavery was a divine 
institution; and hence the great diffi- 
culty experienced. even among Cuhristians, 
in accepting the new order of things, and enter- 
ing with earnestness upon the education and 
saivation of the people. Another great fact is 
that the civilization of the South. is of a trpe 
that was molded and fixed by generations of 


slavery. Every avenue of thought in Church, 


and State, aud social lile, and io business eireles 
is permeated with convictions which grew ander 
the old order of things. Southern minist 
professional wen of all classes, politicians of al 
grades, and philanthropists of every hade 
among Southern people still elmg with more or 
less tenacity to the convictions of the past. While 
this civilization prevails in the South mere cau be 
no such freedom of thought and liberty of aciion 
as are essential to the social, intellectual, moral 
well-beihg of any State or people. The 
churches must lead in we work of wiping out 
this old civilization and putting in anew and a 
better ove. Bayonets, or executive orders, or 
riisan palitics cannot do this work. ‘The 
North and South must meet on Southera soil in 
the relations of school and church, and harmo- 
niously readjust the civilization of the South. 
Viewed irom a political standpoint, the 
necessity of increased Christian aciivity in the 
South becomes evident. in that region the 
greatest problem of the eae the Amer- 
ican peopie. ‘The 9.000, vf white people 
fought a brave and heroic fight for the Con- 


federacy; but they were defeated, their property | 


destroyed, theirsocial, commercial, and religious 
svetems were revolutionized, and to remold the 
sentiments of these millions on questions of 
politics, religion, and social life, and to bring 
them into harmony with their new relations 
among themselves, and with the colored people 
about them, and with the General Government, 
éonstitutes of itself a momentous problem; 
yet this is only 4 part. There are the 
millions of freedmen who, without money, in- 
telligence, social or political prestige, cursed in 
body, mind, and soul by slavery, are to be ele- 
vated and given almost every element essential 
to American citizenship. ‘Then between these 


two great masses are the race differences and 


social antagovisins, intensified by generations 
of slavery, and again iotensified by the War. 
To harmonie all these millions — thein- 
selves so that there will be mutual good- 
will, and bring them into perfect bar- 
mony with the spirit and estab- 
lished fects of the “American Constitution 
as amended, is a national work,—greater by far 
than any which a single people was ever cailed 
todo. fhe demand of the hour is broad cuar- 
ity, as distinguished from all sectarian, section- 
al, or political bigotry, and the wisest states- 
manship as distinguisbed from mere party pol- 
itics. Ihe Church, filled with the spirit of Christ 
to save men, and animated by a holy patriotis m 
toward the Nation, must lead in a solution of 
this great problem, or it never will be solved. 

In this great work the Methodist Episcopal 
Church is destived to take a promipent part. 
Already thoroughly established in every South- 
ern State, backed by the vast wealth and social 
and spiritual power of its membersbip througb- 
out the North, she is to-go forward in 
every good work throughout the whole Sout 

‘+ Especially is there a great demand for 
creased missionary effort among the colored 
peuple. There are 5,000,000 of them, with 700. 
000 voters, who must be given education and m- 


telligence, or else they will be led by demagogs | 


and their votes added to those of the restiess, 
unreliable masses of the North Among 
these ple the Methodist Episcopal 
Church leads all others io Christian 
work. and the efforts are everywhere rewarded 
with the best results. In the work of church 
life and practical morality the colored people 
are advancing. They are not going to Africa. 
‘They are American by birth and instinct. They 
are Protestant in sentiment, and the value of 
their votes to «irene ggg of this country 
cannot be overestimated. Catholicism in the 


South, directed by the Pope in Rome. and the 


‘Confederacy joined hands during the War, and 
still remain united in interest and purpose on 
all questions of difference between the civiliza- 
tion of the Southern States as distingufshed 
from that of the Nor chern States. 

“The grounds of opposition tp the Methodist 
Episcopal Charch in the South are based upon 
the lovalty of this Charen to the General Goy- 
ernment during the War, and its sentiments re- 
specting the colored people. lt is a well-known 
fact that this Church most heartily indorsed the 
War for the preservation of the Union, and de- 
nounced Secession as wrong, and did all ia its 
power to assist the General Government in its 
dreadful struggle for fe. This Church de- 
lieves in a Christian patriotism which 
rises above ovartisan politics. in its lay- 
alty to the Nation. To de loyal 
to the Government did not make it a political 
Church, althoughit is calied such by those in the 
South who sought to destroy thé Government. 
Kespecting slavery, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church always taught that it was a crime 
aguinst bumanity and a sin against God. Is has 
always taught the unity of the race and the 
brotherhood of man, and as soon as slavery was 
abolished, and the opportunity was afforded, it 
at once entered, with heroic devotion, upon the 
work of giving schools and churches to the freed 

opie ot the Soufh. For these reasons, the 

fethodist Episcopal Church has met with great 
opposition in every Southern State. In nota 
few instances, ber ministers have been killed, 
her school-teachers driven away, and her 
churches aud school-houses burned. But this 
spirit of violent opposition is passing away, and 
not a tew of the prominent men in ali churches 
of Southern sentiment are coming to recognize 
gratefully the work being done by this Churen; 
and the time seems pear at hand, it is hoped 
when fraternity and good feellug will preva 
towards her in the South. But, whether that 
time comes 890n or not, the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church is a power in the South, and repre- 
sents the civilization of freedom, and will re- 
main and continue to establish churches and to 
build up schools among ail classes of people for 


all time to come.

He tried all the 
prescriptions of Brabminism and Shivaism,—all 
in vain. When he was reduced by fasting and 
hunger to the last stage of exhaustion, Satan 
himself appeared to tempt him in various ways 
to a career of bition and self-giorificacion, 
and nally to a life of sensual pleasure; but by 
a mind fixed on the idea of the utter 
uoreality of all earthly things, he conquers all 
such — 4 Steeped in a sort of ecstatic 
meditation, he remains seated under a tree a 
whole nicht. when at last he reaches the goal of 
absolute intelligence; be recognizes clearly that 
misery is a necessary attribute of sentient ex- 
istence, that the accumulation of misery is 
caused by the passions, that the extinction of 
passion is possible through fixed meditation, 
and that finally the path to this extreme medi- 
tation results in the absorption of existence 
which would be a state of unlimited happiness. 


. With the attaining of this fourfoid trath, he has 


freed himself from the bondage of sense, per- 
ception, and self; be has broken with the mate- 
rial world; be lives in eternity; in one word, he 
has become a Budacha. 

Forthwith he leaves the wilderness, when 
some “wise men from the East” appear and 
make him some offerings. He collects some 
disciples and begins—what must have been a 
perfectly novel thing in his time—a course of 
public open-air preaching. He wanders about 
from place to place, preaches in season and out 
of season, proclaiming everywbere that all 
earthly things are vanity and vexation of spirit. 
By the. irresistible force of bis soul-stirring elo- 
quence be gradually founds a new sect, a new 
religion. For everywhere crowds of fanatic fol- 
lowers gather round him, men of all ranks and 
all classes; all take the vow of perpetual chasti- 
Wy and voluntary poverty; all follow him about, 
clad in rags, begging and preathing. Women 
also flock to bim, but for a long time he re- 
fuses to admit them to the vows, for be is no 
advocate of woman’s rights, and laid down the 
doctrine, which has ever since been retained by 
Buddhism, that a woman’s bigbest aspiration 
should be to be reborn as a man. One of his 
favorit disciples, who is to the present day 
adorned as the principal patron of female der- 
otees, persuaded bim, however, to found an 
order of sisters of chairty, thus giving women 
at least a chance for salvation. In this way the 
foundation was laid for an ecclesiastical organ- 
ization built up on the idea that men and wom- 
en must, in order to be saved, become first 
priests and nuns. Ex ra ec um nu'la sa u. 

Buddha is said to bave wandered througb the 
length and breadth of india and throuch Ce- 
lun, preaching everywhere the doctrine of uni- 
versal misery, and employing the terrors of 
transmigration and hell to induce rich and poor 
to lay aside all other pursuits and to devote 
themeelves exclusiveiy to the saivation of their 
souls, to religious meditation, to enter the 
Church, to become priests and nuns. To give 
weigat to his authority be also worked miracles. 
But his miracies (as aiterward those of his dis- 
ciples) were more like tricks of ducglery. He 
did not heal the sick, he did not the dead 


to life, but he showed himself suddenly sitting 
cross-legged in midai& he divided his body into 
many portions, each shedding forth luminous 
rays, or he transported himself through the air, 
hither and thither, to show that purely spiritual 
meditauon can break through all the chaius of 
material laws,—that the spiritis independent 
matter. On the other hand, be, the son cf a 
King, associated daily with the lowest and the 
outcast, went aboutin rags, begging bis food 
from door, to door, and proclaiming every whete 
in the face of that poweriul caste spirit of 
lodia, that his relmion was a religion of mercy 
for all. | 

As a teacher, he displayed creat liberality and 
tolerance, adopting, for instance, all those dei- 
tles which were decidedly popular, though he 
indeed assigned them a signaily inferior posi- 
tion in his system; for the holy man, he used to 
say, is above the gods. Those Brahmatic and 
Shivaitic sects, however, which were plainiy im- 
moral he attacked and fought against with all 
weapons at his command, conqueriug generally 
more through superiority of magic power than 
through logical argumentations. He remodeled 
almost every Brahmatic dogma, so far as it was 
necessary, in order to destroy its pantheistic 
character, for which he substituted his down- 
right atheism. But it is significant that he 
placed every Brahmatic doctrine in a new light 
by the preponderance of ethical treatment, 
which characterized his teaching to the almost 
total exclusion of pure metaphysics. In this 
way he labored furaseries of years. 
satisfied with spreading bis religion on earth, he 
is also guid to have ascended up into the heav- 
ens, and to have gone dowu to. hell, to preach 
everywhere the way of salvation. Towards the 
end of nis life he is said to bave been giorified, 
or, as the Buddhist tradition literally calls it, 
baptized with fire. He was on a mountain in 
Ceylon, discoursing on religious subjects, when 
suddenly nightfall descended upon him and en- 
circled the crown of his head witha halo of 
licht. 

When he felt his end drawing near be turned 
his way to Kusninagara, northwest of Patna. 
Heaven and earth began to tremble, and loud 
voices were heard, all living beings groaning to- 
ge cher and bewailing bis departure. On passing 
through Kusbinagara a poor workman offered 
bim his last meal, and, although he had just re- 
fused the offerings of the highest and richest, 
he accepted this offer, to show his humility. as 
he said, for the sake of humanitv.““ Im- 
mediately afterwards he said to his disciples: 
“Stand up, let us go; my time is come.“ He 
went out to a spot where eight trees in groups 
of two were pianted together. Resting on his 
right side he gave his final instractions to his 
disciples, reminded them of the immortality of 
the epiritual body. and then gave himself up to 
contemplation. Passing through the various 
degrees of meditation which corresponded 
to the various tiers of Heaven, he 
lost himself in Nirvana, and thus his 
earthly career was ended. His dis- 
ciples put his remains into a golden coffin, 
which immediately crew so beavy that no power 
could move it. But suddenly his long-deceased 
mother, Maya, appeared from above, bewailin 
her son. when the coffin lifted itself up, the li 
sprang open, and Shakyamuni appeared with 
folded. hands saluting bis mother. Afterwards, 
when his disciples wanted to perform the gere- 
mony of cremation, they discovered bis 
body was incombustible by ordinary fire; but 
suddenly a jet of flame burst out of the mystic 
character inscribed on the Buddha’s breast and 
reduced his body to ashes. ‘The latter were ea- 
geriy collected, and received thenceforth almost 
divine worsbip, being carried to all Buddhist 
countries and for safe keeping deposited in pa- 
godas expressly built for this purpose. 

After his death a general assembly of the 
faithful was called, and the legends assert that 
then and there the sayings and teachings of Bud- 
dha were collected, sifted, and fixed in a tripie 
canon by the three principal disciples of Shak- 
yamuni.

Dia vou try the celebrated Irish whisky?’ 

Dr. Talmage laughed and said: “I have no 
doubt it was good and deserves all its celebrity, 
but I had no demand for it.” 

„Here is my route.“ the Brooklyn pastor 
said, handing to the reporter a printed schedule 
headed, Dr. Talmadge’s Route, Embracing All 
the Leading Towns of Great Britain.” Some of 
the days were marked reserved and o'hers 
rest.“ but Dr. Talmage quietiy ald: Where 
it says ‘reserved’ 1 took off che reserve, 
preached or lectured all the same, und where it 
savs rest I dida’t rest. Wheol got to Lon- 
don | found about 4,000 invitations awaiting me 
to preach or to lecture, and wherever I went I 
had the most cordial welcome.“ 

“You found ro prejudice against you on ac- 
count of your being an American?” 

None in the least. I found the feeling to- 
ward us Americans very kind and genial every- 
where. Wherever | spoke the presid ng officers 
always spoke of me and the nation I repre- 
sevted in the kindest spirit.” 

Did you meet any of tne nobility?” 

* Ob! their homes were open to me. I met 
the aristocracy as well as the common people, 
and felt equally at home among both. Indeed, 
my four months’ absenee Was a continuous 
satisfaction.“ 

It was noticeable bow quiet and subdued the 
reverend geotieman’s mauner was in giving 
these impressions of bis European trip as com- 
pared with ibe turbulence of his puloit manner. 

“ We had a very pleasant trip,” Dr. Talmage 
said, as the conversation turned oa the voyage 
just concluded, excebt that just as we left 
Queenstown we encountered a bad equinoctial 
storm, wich lasted fully forty-eight hours. 
After that it was as quiet and gentile as pos- 
Able.“ 

“Did you find much business depression 
among the English people?’

I met also one 
of the ablest of the Scotch veers— he Marquis 
of Townsend. At Southampton I was the cuest 
of Canon Wilberforce, the~grandson of the 
emavcipator and a man as able as was bis grand- 
father.”’ 

“There were some violent attacks on you in 
the English papers.”’ 

Dr. Talmage laughed and said, I saw none. 
Everything [saw was extremely pleasant. It 
could not have been more so. 

“One of your London newspaper censors 
spoke of the many Lundred pound fees which 
the unfathomable gullibility of the British pub- 
lic had turned into your pockets. What is there 
io that!“ 

Here an expression of unctuous and deep- 
seated satisfaction spread over the stern, Pari- 
tanie face of the Brooklyn pastor. ** Well.“ 
said he, “I shouldn’t like to say much about 
that, for I’m afraid it would look like forcin 
my private matters deore the public. All 
should like to say on this point is simply that 
my visit was a financial success—a financial suc- 
ceas that's all.“ 

Was admission charged to vour sermon?” 

„Admission?“ Dr. Talmage took up the 
query with iudigoant surprise. Oh, no.’ 

„Were those tickets ever gold for your ser- 
mon!“

I 
preached on. Sunday to 20,000 people; next 
evening I iectured to 15,000 people, all of whom 
paid admission.

“Tt was perpetually an utmost test of voice, 
for the places in which I spoke were generally 
vast rinks or balls speciullv erected for the pur- 
pose, and in some I preachedin the morning 
and lectured at nicht. Oo my last Sunday night 
in Liverpool l preached to 10,000 people, aud 
the Friday night before 1 had lectured there to 
about the same number of people.”

Now the children are 
lodged ana well cared for by the Beta-ha-Med- 
rash Congregation. and the Ladies’ Society of that 
corporation have subscribed to provide for their ed- 
ucation. and also forgheir mother’s sustenance, as 
long as her husband has to expiate his crimes at 
the Penitentiary. The story has a moral.

“ Openings” at the more private millinery 
estadlishmeats show what noveltics wil! be 
adopted, and how they will be used. The vari- 
ety of fabrics is remarkable. Formeriy a velvet 
bonnet could be out one thing; now the wearer 
is left todecide between epingelive, or uncut 
velvet in large reps, or the new crackle velvet, 
With ite quaint lines, as if the pile were crushed, 
or the plain velvet so well known, or else the 
embossed velvet in flower designs, or the pekin 
velvet in stripes. Ina satin bonnet the choice 
ranges through satin antique, which resembles 
plash, satin sublime, which is twilled like serge, 
the smooth satin de Lyon, of which costumes 
are made, and the more lustrous satin in gen- 
eral use. In silks the variety is still greater. 
Beads are shown of every color of the rainbow, 
and it is a matter for the wearer to decide irom 
what bird her feathers shall be plucked, and in 
selecting flowers whether they shall be of vel- 
vet, satin, or silk. In the  infinit 
variety of materials one of the fabrics 
which meet with most favor for elegant 
bonnets is the crackle velyet, especially in 
old goid and gendarme blue shades, and in com- 
bination with cashmere-figured ribbons and the 
oew changeable silks. Two materials rival this 
in richoess for covering bonnet frames—viz.: the 
satin antique which has been described, and the 
epingeline, which is sometimes called terry vel- 
vet, sometimes Royal, again Ottoman, and some- 
times uncut velvet. The latter is most elegant 
| when it is changeable, sbowing two colors in 
wide contrast, Red and green together are said 
to be the most fashionable of the changeable 
silks and veivets.

will be used for the brim and crackle velvet tor 
the crown, or else the crown will be satin antique 
and the brim plain velvet, or else epingeline.

This renders 
them very light, and does away with the objec- 
tion that they made the bounet too beavy for 
comfort; it adds, however, greatly to their cost- 
liness, The newest ostrich feathers are not 
merely several shades of one color, but they 
represent contrasts of color, like the change- 
able silks, and are especially liked when they 
are partly rea and partly green.

AN ALPINE SUNRISE. 


The Glories of the Orb of Day as Seen 
irom Rigi--A Spec‘acie of 
Spiendor.

The Beautiful Scenery of the Rigi Group of 
Hountains---A Panorama of Wondrous 
Beauty. 


Guneva, Sept. 12, 1879.—It was the evening 
of a bright sunshiny day in midsummer, when 
found myself enrolled as a guest in the great 
hotel on the summit of the Rigi Kulm. I had 
left Lucerne early in the morning, and after 
having spent the day on the lake and in wander- 
ing about ite shores, 1 had flaally made the 
ascent of the mountain, and now, weary with 
sight-seeing and travel, I had been assigned a 
room for the night. Three hundred other guests 
were also there to witness a sunrise among the 
Alps, and as we gathered about the corridors 
and chatted together in the halls a dozen 
strange nationalities were seen and a perfect 
Babel of tongues was heard. Switzerland is 
pre-eminently the land of hotels. Not that ali 
these are equal to the best in Paris or Berlin, or 
even New York, but their style and management 
in general is far superior to that of the average 
resort, and many are conducted on a most lüx- 
urious and princely seale. Depending almost 
solely upon the patronage of tourists for sup- 
port, standing sometimes solitary upon some 
bigh mountain peak, or in some spot character- 
ized alone by the beanty of its surroundings, 
landlords have learned to cater to the wants of 
their guests, and the modern establishments at 
Bern, Ioterlaken, and Geneva in magnificence 
and comfort are scarcely surpassed elsewhere 
in Europe. The hotel on the Rigi is no excep- 
on. Situated a few feet below the summit of 
the peak, it is in a measure protected from the 
driving f and winds, and an ingenious little 
railway lands re directly at the door. 
This railway was projected in imitation of 
similar works in America, and the same was 
completed about eight years ago. The length 
from Vitznau is four and one-half miles, and 
the grade is one foot in four. The number of 


rails is four, two of which are placed close to- 
gether aud

richt boiler, and both in the ascent and de- 
scent is below the car. The «peed is seldom 
more than three miles in an hour, and as the 
traveler is hurried along, a series of magnifi- 
cent views are at every turnenjored. The 
construction of such a road was a masterpiece 
of engineering skill and design; for, in addi- 
tion to the grade to be overcome, a huge tun- 
nel in one place is carried through a mass of 
rock almost 100 yards in thickness, and else- 
where an iron bridge is carried over a chasm 
nearly 100 teet in depth, It is estimated hat 
50,000 tourists ascend the mountain every 
season, and the fare for the round trip being a 
trifle more than $2, the railway is proving a 
real bonanza to ite owners. 
The Rigi peak is the loftiest and most north- 
“erly one of the Rigi group, and its altitude is 
about 6,000 feet above the level of the sea. The 
panorama from the top is one of wondrous beau- 
ty and power, and the eve and sense are at once 
bewildered by the mighty prospect around. 
From the platform at the extreme summit of 
the peak a view 300 miles in circumference 
is embraced, and such a succession of wild 
and sublime scenerv is seldom noted clsewhere 
among the Alps. On the far east the chain, be- 
ginning with the Sentis in the Canton of Appen- 
zell, comes nearer in the snowy crests of the 
Glarnisch, the Todi, and the Clariden, to the 
right of which are the double peaks of the 
Scbeerhorn. Still ag@arer comes the broad and 
rugged Windgelle, opposite the sharp and pyra- 
mida! Bristenstock, While the Blackenstock and 
Uri-Rothstock are so near that the ice of their 
giaciers sparkles like dilamoods amid the glare 
of the noonday sun. To the richt is the Unter- 
walden Range, with peaks seamed with angry 
scars and fissures and standing out

against the clear blue sky like shadowy sentinels 
ov the hurizon. Then are seen the Bernese 
Alps, which ¢rown the landscape witb their long 
billowy swells, and which, when the ravs of the 
evening sun have faded from their snowy peaks, 
begin to glow from their bases upward, and 
shine forth in the twilight as if illumed by some 
great internal fire. To the extreme left is the 
Finsterserhorn, the Monch and Eger, and lastly, 
the magnificent Jungfrau, towering aloft like 
some great bride of nature in her mantl¢ of per- 
petual snow. To the west the view is confined by 
the sombre Pilatus, northeast of which rests Lu- 
cerne with ite numerous spires and battlements 
pointing heavenward. Beyond is seen almost 
the entire canton of Lucerne, dotted with a 
score of picturesquely situated villages and 
towns, and with the River Emme passing through 
lixe asilyer thread iu the foreground. Away 
J offto the west the view is bounded by the 
snowy crests of the Jura chain, above which 
creep, at intervals, the bare und rugged peaks 
of the Vosires, Tell’s Chapel, the Lake of Zug, 
the Black Forest, the Town of Zurich, the 
Swabian Alps, and other peaks, and towns, and 
lakes, in almost endless succession, charm the 
spectator as he gazes upon the scene, and all 
render the view from the Rigi one of the wildest 
and most extensive, and at the same time the 
grandest and most sublime seen anywhere in 
Switzerland. 

I, like most travelers to the Rigi, had only one 
day at my disposal, aud immediately after my 
arrival at the hotel I beran to make arrange- 
ments for the morrow. Bright and early I was 
conscious the sun would rise, and, as the pure, 
fresh air of the mountains courts sleep, long ere 
midnight every guest bad retired, and the usual 
bustle in the halls had altogether ceased. It 
Was, perbaps, 

HALF-PAST 3 IN THE MORNING, 

when an Alpine born sounded the reveille of 
approaching day, and this bad been announced 
as the signal to rise. Kecognizing the fact that 
the sun would appear independent of my being 
asleep or awake, I burricdiy dressed and has- 
tered to the platform on the summit, It was 
a clear, cold morning; the mist which usually 
hangs around the spot where 1 stood had during 
the nicht @isappeared, and scarcely a cloud in 
the descehs was vow to be seen. 
however, biew a perfect hurricane about our 
ears, and, crisp and cold, it caused mauy a tour- 
ist's blood to course merrily through his veins. 
To witoess a suprise amoog the Alps isa poet- 
ical aspiration indeed, but when standing, shiv- 
eriug and numb, upon the topmost pomt of 
some lofty peak, mach of the poetry vanishes, 
like the must, in thip air, and the more life-like 
sensations of cold feet and hands come pre-emi- 
nentiy to view. Many of the other guests, like 
myself, had tarried too long in their rooms, and 
now, as they appeared in straggling groups, 
their various costumes were of the most curious 
and artistic kind. Never was there a Squaw 
among the American Indians dressed more tan- 
tastically than certain Rigi tourists on that 
chilly midsummer morning. and the toilets of 
all assembled showed vastly more Daste than 
taste or care, : 

But we had not long to spehd in criticising 
ourselves, for the great spectacle was even DOW 
tocommence. An Alpine shepherd stationed 
himself in our rear, and loud and clear rang out 
the notes trom his horn. A party of German 
students broke forth in song, and every eye 
was turned intentiy to the east. Slowly the 
landscape grew brighter and more distinct, the 
stars ceased to twinkle in the far-off sky, and 
awav in the distance streaks of light athwart 
the heavens betokened |

The song of the students died away. The horn 
of the shepherd dropped quietly to his side. 
The rustiing of the wind was forgotten. An in- 
tense silence now prevailed. Every band was 
still and every voice was bushed. And as the 
great curtain of glory was pulled back, and the 
magovificent spectacle of a sunrise among the 
Alps burst forth in all its grandeur, every 
spectator. was chained irresistibly to the 
spot, and his soul went forth in praise 
of God and His works. Aud who can 
describe a sunrise among the Alps? Here the

Historic and Romantic Lore of the 


Rose The Emblem of 
Love and Peace. . 


The Wars of the Roses---Fanciful Flo- 
ral Superstitions---The Famous 
Attar of Roses.

gariea asthe symbol of all that is sweet and 
lovely, and many a volume has been written 
descriptive of its history and countless charms. 
Indeed, there is scarcely a writer of any note 
who has not made the beauty of the rose his 
theme, and drawn from thence many imprese- 
ive moral lessous. The rose has had an 
eventful history, having played an important 
part in the Wars of the Roses, at the close of 
which it became the national badge of Eu- 
gland. The King of Navarre,and Count of 
Champagne, ‘Thibault IV., surnamed the 
Song-maker, brought from the Holy Land, on 
his return from the Crusades, a rose-tree, which 
he planted in the City of Provins. This 
flourished so well that in after times the city 
became famous for it, and the Provins rose is 
still mach in request. The phrase sub-rosa,— 
under the rose,—implying secrecy, is said to 
have originated during the wars of York and 
Lancaster. It is also attributed to an old cus- 
tom, now fallen into disuse, of hanging a rose 
over the heads of guests at feasts to dicnify 
that whatever was the subject of conversation 
was to be regarded as of a confidential char- 
acter. 

In days gone by the rose entered largely into 
the customs and superstitions of most nations, 
and even nowadays there is an extensive folk- 
lore associated with it. Among the Greeks 1t 
was regularly used for funeral purposes, and 
the tombs of the dead were frequently deco- 
rated with it, under the superstitious belief that 
it pro the remains of the dead. The 
Romans, too, were so fond of the rose that they 
left legacies in their wills so that their tombs 
might be decorated with it,—a practice said to 
have been introduced by them into England. 
Camden and Aubrey both speak of the church- 
yards in their time as being thickly planted with 
rose-trees. Evelyn, who lived at Wotton Place, 
near Ockley, alludes to the custom for maidens 
yearly to plant and deck the graves ot their de- 
ceased sweethearts with rose-busbes. In Wales 
it is customary to plant the white rose on the 
grave of an unmarried female; and

is appropriate to any one distinguished for be- 
nevolence. Ane Roman Pontiff, when he wishes 
to confer distinction on a crowned head, 
consecrates a garden rose — gronmeg it to the 
fortunate movarch—a mark of bonor bestowed 
both on Henry Vi. and Henry VIII. Napoleon 
III., Emperor of France, bad also this badge of 
distinction conferred oa him. 

it was anciently the fashion to stick a rose in 
the ear. At Kirtling, in Cambridgeshire, the 
magnificent residence of the first Lord North, 
says Brand, there is a juvenile portrait (sup- 
posed to be of Queen Elizabeth), with a red rose 
sticking in ber ear. Roses. were formerly pickea 
with much ceremony on Midsummer Eve, ami 
used.-for love divinations. While speaking of 
the moss-rose we may mention a pretty legend 
which accounts for its origin. One day the an- 
gel of the flowers, who watches over them and 
bathes them in the sweet dews from beaven, 
slept beneath a rose-tree. Awakening from 
his repose, he whispered to the rose: 
„O, fondest object of my care, I thank tnce 
for thy cool, refreshing shade; in return 


it thee.”” Them the rose, with deepening blush, 
replied. Bestow on me another grace.” The 
ange! paused for a moment, wondering what 
grace there was which this flower had not, when 
suddenly be threw a veil of moss over it, and, 
thus ro in nature’s most modest attire, the 
moss-rose became 80 universally loved. The 
first white rose was a sport from a red moss-rose 
discovered in the nursery of Mr. Suailer, King’s 
Road, Chelsea. It was carefully propagated, 
and realized £1,000 to the original proprietor. 
According to an old tradition the thorp-crown 
of Christ was made from tnorn-brier, and the 
drops of blood that started from under it and 
fell to the ground blossomed to roses. 

n Germany there are numerous sn itions 
connected with the rose, of which we subjoio a 
few as specimens. Rose leaves are thrown on a 
coal fire for goed luck, and great importance is 
atcached to this ceremony and tbe reverent 
manner ia wuich it is performed, The relations 
of this flower to blood are widely believed. in 
Germany, as well as in France and Italy, a drop 
of one’s bluod buried under a rose-tree is said in 
a short time 


TO PRODUCE ROSY CHEEKS. 


There was, too, av ancient charm once prevalent 
in Germany, and frequent in Swabia and West- 
phalia, against nose-dleeding. It is also be- 
lieved in Germany that a white rose appears in 
the chair of any one about to die; and it wosald 
seem that the soul was thought to take occa- 
sionally the form of a white rose. it is also a 
German notion that if a white-rose bash blos- 
soms unexpectedly, it is a sign of an approath- 
ing death in the nearest house; whereas the 
blossom iug of a red rose in autumn is said to 
donate an early marriage. Many, too, dislike 
throwing a rose into a grave, as it is supposed to 
be unlucky. To scatter rose leaves on the ground 
has been held to be ominous. As an iliustra- 
tion of this we may quote the following sad in- 
cident from the “Life and Correspondeace of 
M. G. Lewis.” The lady to whom the portent 
hapvened was Miss Ray, who was murdered at 
the Piazza entrance of Covent Garden Theatre, 
April 7, 1779. When the carriage was an- 
nounced, and she was adjusting ber dress, Mrs. 
Lewis made some remark on a beautiful 
rose which Miss Ray wore in her 
bosom. Just as the words were uttered 
the flower fell to the ground. She immediately 
stooped to regain it, but as she picked it up the 
red leaves scattered themselves on the carpet, 
and the stalk alone remained in her hand. The 
poor girl, who bad been depressed in spirits 
before, was evidentjy affected by this incident, 
and said, in a slightly faltering yoice, I trust [ 
am not to consider this an evil omen.” But 
soon rallying she expressed to Mrs. Lewis in a 
cheerful tone her hope that they would meet 
. again after the theatre—a hope, alas! which was 
never realized. In Italy the red rose is con- 
sidered as an emblem ot an early death, and it is 
regarded as ay evil omen to scatter its leaves on 
the ground. The rose is not without its weather- 
lore, and it was formerly a common idea that 
when roses and violets flourished in autumn 
there would be some. epidemic in the ensuing 
year. The trailing white dog-rose is commonly 
considered to have been the one chosen by the 
house of York. The white rose, however, has a 
very ancient interest for Englishmen, for long 
before the brawl in the Temple Gardens the 
flower, says a writer in the Quarterly Review, 
had been connected with one of the most

of the island. The elder Pliny, in discussing 
the etymology of the word Albion, suggests 


that the land may have been so vamed from the 


white roses which abounded in it. The white 
variety of the cahbage-rose became the emblem 
of the House of Stuart upon the accession of 
the Duke of York to the throne of England as 
James II. It was to come mto flower on 
the 10th of June, a day regarded by the Jacob- 
ites with no small interest, on account of its 
being the birthday of Chevalier St. 

The York and Lancaster rose, with its pale, 
striped flowers, is a variety of the Frencn rose 
known as Rosa Gallica. It became famous when 
the two emblematical roses, in the of 
Henry Vil. and Elizabeth ot York, at last 
brought peace and happiness to the country 
which had been so long divided byinternal war- 
fare. The York and Lancaster roses were a 
frequent subject for the epigram w ana 
the following one by Drummond is one the 
happiest of Engliso epigrams: 


If thie fair rose offend thy sight, 
It on thy bosom wear; 

"Twill blush to find itself lees white, 
And turn Lancastrian there.

PHILADELPHIA. 
OPERTI’S AND M’CARTY's “ BUTTONS.” 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 2.—The difficulty with 
Operti’s and MecCarty’s American comic’ opera of 
Buttons, the second novelty of the season, is 
that the composer has entirely walked away with 
the libretto ana piled on the music until the dialog 
had to give way entirely. From the first bar of 
the overture until the fall of the curtain upon the 
third act it is one quick succession of dance music, 
so that the actors have to keep upon the jump all 
the time. The conceried music is most admirably 
worked up. Many an opera holds the Italian stage 
in which the arrangement of the concerted pieces is 
far lesa skillful. There is almost an utter lack of 
sentiment. After a succession of duets, trios, 
quartets, and quintets, all more or less lively, and 
invariably ending with a dance, Signor Operti has 
lugged in one sentimental 
does not know what to do with it. It 
begins all right and is pleasing enougb, but 
the ending is utterly commonplace and tame to 
the last degree. pitting through the opera is like 
assisting at a feast of candies, and. after an bour's 
sitting, we sigh in vain for a good solid chunk of 
corn-beef. Poor McCarty, one of the mildestand 
softest-spoken of men, in spite of the fact that he 
is the hero of atleast two duels, came on here 
Tuesday night and saw how Operti bad siaughtered 
the child of his genius, and how cheerfully the 
company were following it to the grave. He was 
too brave aman, however, to puta weed on his 
hat and chant the requiem, but he took hold of it 
and did his best to lift it out of the tuo of molasses 
tn which it had been plunged. Signor Operti pro- 
tested against the waste of his charming introdac- 
tions, long stretches of music during which tne 
— stood still and waited while tie orchestra 
fiddled away and tried to save it, but the managers 
stepped in and peace was restored. McCarty wrote 
an entirely new third act and put a little backbone 
into the second, cut out several of the characters, 
aad now I think it will be a go as a new buriesque, 
for it is hardly up to the a of comic opera.

Speaking of music, we have had them both here. 
—Oolville’s ** Folly and Rice's Surprise. Rice 
had tne bulge by a week, during which he took in

Mr. Gili, who is the leading comedian and 
stage manager as well, is altogether too good a 
man to de swallowed up by such a force as he has 
to contend against. 

Rice's snag will be quite of another kind. He 
has too mach talent, and they will rule him if he 
does not look out. Willie Edouin works like a dog, 
and Alice Atherton is one of the brightest and 
cieverest lutle actresses tnat ever displayed shape- 
ly limbs in tights, out even Mr. Edouin seems 
afraid of his comedians, and vermits Harrison and 
Dixey todo just as they lixe,—‘*ga¢” all the 
evening and break up every one on the stage 
if they choose. Whatis the result? They overdo 
everything and their humor is lost, because there 
is altogether too much of it. They act as if they 
wanted to hold the stage to the exclusion of all the 
rest of the company. Talking to them does no 
good. They mean well, and, if reprimanded once, 
will stop for a nigat or two, but soon fall into their 
ola tricks. The little sistere—Marion Elmore and 
Lina Merville—who came over with Taompson, and 
left Mr. Colville to join Mr. Rice, are among the 
cleverest buriesque actresses tnat we have ever 
had. They are faithfuland attentive to business, 
and never spend a moment in gazing across the 
foutlights, though Miss Merville made a serious 
**mash”’ here. One of the Jeunesse Dore was 
very mach gone, —had a box every night, and sent 
eitoer a fine basket of flowers or fruit, or some 
present, but it was no use. At last he made the 
acquaintance of some of the company, and finally 
offered one of the boys $30 for an introduction.

One of the 
prettiest of them— Mies Dizzie Dana—liked the 
company, and woald be glad to stay, but knew that 
she could make more money by retaining ber place 
at home in the choir unless she could get better 
business on the stage, bat the company was too 
fall, and there was no place for her at all. 
Tuey took away over $5, 000 from this city, and if 
they hold out as well as they have since they will 
bring a pot of money out to Chicago with them.

Her program was one of excellent good taste and 
scholarly in selection, and it speaks well for ber 
intelligence that it was thoroughly memorized and 
played through without an instant’s hesita- 
tion, though it was quite ambitions in 
character. It included the Fade vom 
Lied of Schumann; Henselt’s Une Petite 
Valse“; Rubinstein’s always welcome Melody ”’ 
in F; a morceaa by Scharwenka, op. 3, No. 1; 
Chopin's stirring Polonaise in A flat major; 
Liast's **Tenth Rhapsody, rarely played here; 
the Liezt setting of Scnamann’s ‘* Widmung”; and 
the first movement of tne Raff C minor Concerto. 
The numbers, as will be seen, were sufficiently va- 
ried to furnish a fair test of the pianist’s capabili- 
ties as well as endurance, and there war no disap- 
pointment im either.

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ENGLISH HOME-LIFE. 


Prentice Mulford Reveals Its Mys- 
teries~-British Food and 
Cookery. 


A Delightful Kent-County Home—A 
Queer Little Landlady—lInter- 
esting 5 Comparisons. 


New York, Sept. 10.—First and last during a 
two-years’ sojourn in England, I was for longer 
or shorter periods domesticated with over thirty 
British families in the North, South, East, and 
West of England, and broke bread with Peer, 
peasant, and publican. in London I lived at 
— different localities or namely: 

slington, Bloomsbury, Whitechapel, Stepney 
Lambeth, Battersea, and the two suburban re- 
sorts, Greenwich and Woolwich. It is easier far 
thus to live around and become domesticated 
among the English than the American, and, 
perhaps, any other people. I could always find 
a cottager in any town or village giad to take 
me as a “lodger.” “Boarders” are quite 
unknown in England. Nor is the lodger obliged 
to become one of the family. You have your 
chamber and sitting-room all to yourself. The 
sitting-room is commonly the front parlor, kept 
more for show than use. There they serve 
your meals at any hour desired. The housewife 
is not put out if you breakfast at 10 or dine at 2 
p. m., or any other unusual hour for laboring 
people, You give your order on leaving in the 
morning for steak, chop, vegetables, a tart, 
custard, ete., and dunetually on your return the 
little table is set for you alone. The meal comes 
up ou a tray, you eat in solitary state, and in 
five minutes after finishing every trace of the 
reoast vanishes. How this would disturb the 
economy and temper of an American farmer’s 
or mechapic’s wife. What? eat alone in our 
beat parlor? Not eat with the rest at dinner or 
tea-time? Sach airs! Well, I never!“ But 
such is hardly ever the case in old England, un- 
less you desire to do so. 

You are at liberty to mingle with the family 
as much or as little as you please. And what- 
ever may be their curiosity respecting you, they 
seldom show it. During the month of my stay 
at a fisherman’s cottage on the cast coast I was 
never asked my name, nor was this question 
ever asked me in any other cottage where I came 
a stranger. Such accommodations cost me from 
$1.50 to $2.50 per week, exclusive of my food and 
washing. My average single-lodger expenses in 
town and country were about $7 per week. For 
this amount one — munificent and dispense 
princely favors, suchas treating the family to 
ale and buying an extra chop for their consump- 
tion if located in the country. Little fresh meat 
does the English agricultural laborer get. On 
Sunodave be may treat himself to a rabbit stew; 
on week days the staple is bread, bacon, and 
potatoes. Such at least was my observation. 

On biring a lodging, they will ask if you desire 
“attendance.”” “Attendance’’ means the afore- 
said cooking of your meals, bringing them to 
your room, blackiag vour bovis, lighting fires, 
hot shaving water, and many more little serv- 
ices. It commonly costs 50 or 75 cents per 
week extra. Ihe English landlady regards 
you as somebody to be taken care of. She is 
tearful aud conscientious in the matter of damp 
shects, and when you come home wet with rain 
insists on drying your overcoat by her owa 
kitchen fire and insisting upon it that it shall be 
so dried. True, sbe may at times take toil from 
your private bottle and shave you a shilling or 
two on

But only this and nothing more. While so- 
journing in a little Keat County village, my 
landlady was a little old woman, who, before 
the accession of Queen Victoria, had been 
nursery governess,” as she termed it, to the 
Master of the Horse of King William’s Coart. 
Ot Queen Adelaide she always spoke in the 
warmest terms, and ber language conveyed a

It contained a basemeus with 
cement floor, first floor, second floor, and gar- 
ret; in all, sixteen rooms, and no end of closet- 
room; airont garden, with neat iron fence; a 
long strip of backyard for a Vegetable garden, 
and a pump; and all for 61.75 a week. There 
are thousands of such cottages in Leadon, with 
air to breathe and ground to tread upon on er- 
ery side. It is only alter closely-packed Eu- 
gland is left, and this unbounded continent of 
ours is reached, that you find the poor aud peo- 
ple of moderate means living in many-storied 
piceon-holes, giaed together like the cells in a 
bouevcomb.

This eir- 
cumstance, while it undoubtedly lends a charm 
to lite ofce you have reached your particular 
destination, bas a good many disadvantages. 
Not being able to send on my luggage by train, 
and feeling suspicious of the ways of the fillage- 
carriers, I foolishly—perhaps fataliy—deter- 
mined to carry all myself. In consequence, 
when, one windy afternoon, I set out from 
Swanage I was burdened with—item—a high.“ 
or, Vulgariy, a pot bat, a small aquarium, a 
tin for geological specimens, a heavy hand-bag, 
a stick, an umbrella, and a huge arm-~coat. To 
drag these over the thirty or forty miles of 
rough country I had marked out for my excur- 
sion, would have been no easy matter at anr 
time, and the high wind blowmg—almost a gale 
—did not make it easier; but, ale 
or no gale, | had set my wmind on 
the tour, and I started. The Swanage village- 
folk stared at me as I passed, and did not

For some miles, indeed. uothing but grim ob- 
stinacy sustained me.

‘They 
ébowed me a field to-day planted with beans, 
almost entirely ruined by the weather. A loss 
of nearly a hundred pounds, probably: and 
tliere are Other fields like it. If the Colonel 
would but look more closely to his cottagers“ 
drains, now. I should think him a prince of 
landlords. But those drains (to term them 80 
by courtesy) are dreadful. 

I vetitured to inquire here what became of im- 
provident and infirm oid farm-bands. Some, it 
seems, are obliged to take refuge in the nearest 
Union, —Ocherwise Poor-House,—at Wareham ; 
others go to live with tbeir friends or children, 
some (like the good old lady over the road) re- 
ceive a weekly pittance from the relieving offi- 
cers, and are allowed to escupe the Poor-House. 
In theory. the general improvidence of English 
jaborers should make many lives wretched at 
their close. In practice, few are wretched. 


HAPPY VALLEY TROUBLES NOT ITSELF 


with the vain politics of the fleeting moment. Its 
talk is all of the Crimea and the Peninsula. Of 
anything that may have happened iu Afgbauis- 
tan or at the Cape since the days of Macnarbten 
and Pollock, and the first Kaffir rising, it is sub- 
limely ignorant,—as becomes a vallev rieh iu 
many fossils. Happy Valley was familiar to the 
Romans. They bad asettiement here, at which 
they manufactured all kinds of curious vases 
and amulets of the local shale—a hard, black 
mineral subatance found in abundance ander 
the cliffs and in the bill.

AN OILY MESS. 


A Serious Accident, with No Loss of Life. 

At a quarter to 7 o'clock yesterday morning, as 
a man named Ehlers was working in the upper 
story of the Northwestern Linseed-Oil Manufac- 
taring Company's factory, situated at Nos. 86 to 
06 Pratt street, he Leard a peculiar noise up in 
the direction of the roof overhead which sounded 
so much like rain that he called ont to a fellow- 
workman. engaged in a part of the floor near a 
window to look outside and see whether it was 
not raining. The words were hardly out of his 
mouth when the roof above him yawned wide 
open, and that part of it between himself 
and the eastern wall of the building, together with 
the wall itself and a vast quantity of loose linseed, 
there were between six ani seven feet 
deep of it in the store-room at the time, —fell out- 
ward, with a mighty crash, upon the ground be- 
low. Mr. Ehlers is not able to teli more about the 
affair than is narrated above, the principal impres- 
sion left on his mind by the accident being simply 
a lightning transition from a very tranquil state of 
mind, with nothing to occupy it but the survey in 
a dark room of a monotonons surface of brown 
linseed, toa remarkably confased mental condi- 
tion, in which an apparition of blue sky overhead, 
a flood of puzzling light, and a Niagara of bricks, 
ruflers, 88 tarred roofing, and linseed, 
moving from under his very feet, struggled for 
supremacy of recognition. The bookkeeper of the 
concern, whose office is-in the west end of the 
building, stated to Tus Trisunge reporter who 
visited the ruins yesterday that, at the 
hour mentioned, he beard a sharp, sudden noise 
very much iike what he had heard once before 
On the occasion of the breaking of a part of tue 
machinery of the estavlishment. He rushed eto ee 
whether the same thing had happened again, when 
a loud rumble and the shaking of the earth showed 
him that something much more serious had oc- 
curred. Just then one of the emploves approached 
and made him acquainted with the real nature of 
the accident. 

Whenthe reporter arrived at the scene of the 
disaster much of the debris nad been removed, but 
there stili lay on the open ground to the eastof the 
building

of loose linseed, —which a gang of men were busily 
engaged in snoveling into bags and carting away, — 
roofing, wall. and timber. fue building of the 
Company, whica is a substantial structure in white 
brick, covers the greater part of alot measuring 
124101 feet, and is three stories high. witha base- 
ment; tne higatof the fall accomplished by the 
east end of the second story and its contents be- 
ing a little over thirty feet. 
in conversation with tae Company's bookkeeper, 

the reporter learned that there were over 6,000 
bushels of linseed in the top flat when the accident 
happened, and that tue bulk of it had found its 
way out of the builoing. He estimated tue total 
loss on the building and stock at about $1, 200. 
The eastern wall of the building was 104 feet long. 
andatrifieover sixty feet of it had been carried 
away by the erous body of seed. ‘The simple 
explanation he gave of the cause of the accident 
was that too heavy a weight of linseed had been 
= bs 1 — story. 

r. A. C. Lansten, of the Company, 
stated that. in his opinion, the damage to the 
building would not, judging from the estimate of a 
bricklayer who had been consulted in relation to 
repairs, cost more than $300, while, if all the lin- 
seed that was worth the trouble was bagged 
and housed before rain came on, not more 
than 100 bushels would be lost, Walch, at $1.25 
per bushel, makes the loss on stock $125. About 
4, 0U0 bushels had fallen to the ground, of which 
over 3,000 had already been saved. He stated, 
further, that the cause of the accident was, un- 
douotedly, that the roof joists were not bolted se- 
curely enough together.

A Complaint Regarding Tax-Sales 
for Specie] Assessments. 


Peculiarities of the Law---Three Sets 
of Taxss to Bs Paid. 


The Practlee in the County Treasurer’s 
Office—How to Be Safe. 


The following is a specimen of a large number of 
communications which have recently deen received 
at the office of Tus Tisens: 

To the Bditor af The Tribune. 

Curcaao, Oct. 3.—Will you oblige an old sub- 
ecriber and taxpsyer in this city by cailing atten- 
tion to a great Wrong which is perpetrated in this 
city more than in any other placé,—which con- 
sists im that the taxpayer ww sometimes 
sold out for a. trifling special or 
park assessment when it escapese his no- 
tice. There bought to be the provision made, like 
it ie in the City of Boston, that it becomes the duty 
of the Tax Collector to present to the texpayer a 
bill of everything belonging to do paid on the rela- 
tive lot. A8 t is now ix this city, it looks as 
though the Government was in leagae with the de- 
Unquent tax-bnyers. Will you publish this and 
recommend an ordinance forthe city and county 
to see that every taxpayer gets a bill in full when- 
ever taxes become due, and doun act of charity to 
this class of men who are so unfortunate as to be 
constantly vied by the official and unefiicial leeches 
of this corrupted management.

A reporter yesterday inquired of Mr. William 
Beye, Assistant County Treasurer, what founda- 
tion. if any, existed for this and similar com- 
plaints. Mr. Beye said that so far as he knew the 
property-owners were themselves orincipally to 
blame where thew proverty was sold for a special 
or park assessment. He showed by reference to 
his books the maaner in which taxes were charged 
up, whicn is about as foilows: In one large book 
are recorded the amounts due by the taxpayer for 
State. county, city, town, school, road, park, and 
corporation taxes. 

JOHN SMITH COMES IN TO PAY HIS TAXES. 
He either brings a tax - receipt fora former year or 
furnishes a description of the property. Tae clerk 
turns to the proper volume and finds there charged 
to Mr. Smith. say, $25 on account of the before- 
mentioned taxes. Butif there bean outstanding 
special assessment, or if (the property being sit- 
uated on the South Side) there is an installment of 
the South Park assessment due, the clerk flads this 
noted in the margin He informs the taxpayer of 
the fact, and in a great many cases, especially 
where the amount of tax is small, the owner has 
only brought the amount at which he was assessed 
on the general list. and so he says he will call 
again. Or be objects that he has not seen any im- 
provement made near his place, any sidewalk 
built, or etreet-lamp erected, and he wants to see 
about it before he pays, He settles for the general 
taxes, goes off, and either torgets ali about the 
other or neglects it until his property is sold over 
his nead. 

in repiy to farther questioning, Mr. Beye said 
that he did not think it would be desirable. even if 
it were feasiole, to include all descriptions of 
taxes in the general warrant. There were already 
go many items on the dooks that it was difficult to 
ae them straight. Besides, the south 

ark Assessments and the special assessments 

were levied at odd times, as it were, and 
the Park Commissioners or the city, as the case 
might be, retained the collections in taeir own 
haads until it was too late for the County Collector 
to extend the amounts delincuent on the genera) 
warrant.

A conversation with some employes of the 
County Clerk's office showed that everybody didn't 
tuink alike on this question. One gentieman of 
considerable experience in tax matters declared 
that the complaints were perfectly well grounded.

The reply was, 
‘+ Fifty dollars,“ bat. after some dickering, a set- 
tlement was effected for $30. 


THE GREAT DIFFICULTY 


is the fact that taxes are now collected at three 
distinct places. There ased to be considerable 
growling some years ago because they were col- 
lected at two,—because the City and county had 
distinct Collectors; but now. even though those 
have been consolidated, it is not impossible for a 
man to have to pay three sets of taxes on his property 
to three distinct individuals. The Town Collector 
takes in his State, county, city, town, and general 
park taxes, the City Collector the special assess- 
ments which may have been levied on bis property, 
and the Park Collector the special assessments 
‘for park purposes. To be absolutely sure, he has 
to go to all three. Aliof these make retarns of 
delinquent property to the County Collector, but 
they do it at different times. 80 it is possible for 
a man to go over on the North Side, ask for the 
general taxes on his jot, pay them, inquire whether 
there are any further charges on his property, and 
be answered in the negative, and that trathfally, 
so far as the Collector knows. Net, on the next 
day. his property may be returned as delinquent by 
both Park ana City Coliretor; so that the 
only safe way for an individual to do when he 
wants to clear ap his taxes is to go, wherever he 
lives, to the City Collector's office to see if there 
are any outstanding special assessments, and to the 
office of the Park Coliector, if he lives on the North 
or South Side. Then he will have taken all pos- 
sibie precautions. 
As has been stated, the County Collector 


MAKES MEMORANDA 


on his books indicating that property is delinquent 
for special or park taxes, but this probably 1s not 
done in all cases. Where the assessments 
are exceedingly small, as they frequently 
are, especially for lamp-posts, they may 
not be transferred, and it is the sales 
for just these littie assessments which are the 
most vexatious and seem the most outrageous, 
There are some oojections to having all tne taxes 
putonthe one book. The park special assess- 
ments are practically at an end now, the last one 
on the South Side being in process of collection 
this year. To put on a column for special assess- 
ments would, for the reasons indicated by the As- 
sistant Treasurer, lead to occasional confusion. A 
thorough system of penct] memoranda would orob- 
ably answer ali the purposes, aud could be carried 
out witnout too much bother. 

It is, however, made the dut of the County Collect- 
or, when any special assessment is returned against 
property the taxes open which shall have been paid 
to the . own or District Collector, to cause demand 
to be made or notice to be sent by mail or otner- 
wise tothe owner. This does not cover the case 
where the general taxes were paid to the County 
Collector, but it was clearly the intention of the 
Legislature to protect property-owners against 
just such snap-games as are complained of Ly the 
correspondent, and it would be u great convenience 
to many poor people, not learned in the iaw, if 
some means could be devised whereby a man pay- 


‘ing in good faith, as he supposed, all his taxes, 


should not be able to find himself in the hands of 
a tax-speculator, and his little home snatched 
away from him under cover of a miserable judg- 
ment for a paitry 50-cent special assessment.

COLLATERAL SECURITY. 


Important Opinion from the Supreme Court 

On Dec. 6, 18756, Charles W. Rigdon gave to the 
Unton Trust Company his note for $2,000. payable 
forty-five days after date, in which, after reciting 
that be had deposited with said Company as collat - 
eral security two nptes of John Miller, one for 
$1,000 and the other for $2,000, and seventeen 
notes of one Dickson for $137.50 each, be gave to 
the Union Trust Company authority to sel! the said 
collaterals, or any part thereof, on the matarity of 
the note, at any time thereafter, or before, in the 
event of the depreciation of the security in value, 
at public auction or at private sale, without adver- 
tising the same or demanding pavwent, and apply- 
ing the proceeds to the payment of the note. 

Prior to May, 1876, Rigdon paid upon his note 
some $1,700. Failing to pay the aera the 
bank transferred to John Miller hie notes. 
am ounting to $3,000, and the Dickson notes, 
upon the payment by him to the bank of $1,342, 
the precise amount due from Rigdon to the bank. 
Rigdon then brought in the Circnit Court a special 
action on the case, alleging that such a transaction 
was not within the power contained in his note, 
and tuat the disposition of the collaterals was un- 
authorized and unlawful, 

This case was twice tried. Upon the first trial, 
before Judge Rogers, the Court instrocted the jury 
that the disposition of the collaterals made by the 
bank was unauthorized by the power contained in 
the note of Rigdon, and set aside a .xerdict in favor 
of the} plaintii. Upon the second tfial, before 
Juage McAllister, the Court instructed the jury 
that the power of sale of the promissory notes 
deposited as collateral did not authorize a person 
to whom it was given to compromise with the 
maker for less than the full amount of the note. 

The plamtiffgobtained a verdict and a judgment 
for the aitlerence between the amount of the Miller 
notes and the debt of Rigdon, whereupen an ap- 

al was taken to the Appellate Court, and the 
Nan was there reafiirined. An appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court. where the judgment 
of the Appellate Court was affirmed, and tae opin- 
ion by Justice Baker was flied Sept. 26, 1870. 

In this opinion the Court say that such a case has 
never before arisen, and discussed at considerable 
length the general principles which governed the 
relation of piedgor and pledgee of personal prop-- 
erty, and say that it is clear that im the absence of 
an e power of sale the pledgee hus no right 
to sell commercial paper. 

As to tue power of sale, the Court say: The 
salient words of the contract, so far as regards this 
paper, are, I give authority to sell at public or 
private sale as an arrangement made between the 
pledgee to past negotiable paper which matured in 
his hands and is held as collateral security for the 
debt and the maker of suca paper, wheresy be 
transfers to such maker that paper for iess than ite 
face, and for an amount precisely sufficient to pay 
the principal deot, and still be within the meaning 
of the power conferred. Agen: The law will 
deal with the substance of this transaction, and 
not its form. The agreenfent between the crediior 
and tae dedtor, whereby the creditor agrees to take 
and receive sometoing which is denominated in 
law a satisfaction of his claim, would be a com- 
promise, or an accord aad satisfaction, rataer than, 
correctly speaking, a sale of the claim... The 
money paid is for the purpose of creating a demand 
against the debtor. An arrangement whereby tae 
security is transferred for less than is due thereon, 
and the party already found by it, is called by 
Chief Justice Story, in his work on ‘ Baiimentsa,' 

‘a compromise,’ and he seems to distinguish suca 
case from the sale of the pledge. Such an ar- 
rangement is designated as acomprumise hy Gar- 
lick vs. James, and in De Pew va. Clark. Ide in- 
tention of the parties to the contract is the real 
point of inquiry. When the appelice authorized 
tae Trust Company to sell the securities at pubiic 
or private sale, what was understood and intended 
by the parties’ Was an ordinary sale and purchase 
in their minds when they made the contract, 
whereby the seller parted with property and title, 
and ine buyer obtained proverty and tue title 
thereto? 

Again. wesuppose they contemplated a transfer 
whereby the property would be destroyed and the 
title extinguished, 

In its ordinary sense, and accordingto the com- 
mon use of language, and also in the strict and 
proper acceptation of the word, the sale is not un- 
derstood as designating such a transfer as this. 

**Again, che power under consideration is ia dero- 
gation of law, and wipes out necessary and equita- 
ble safeguards interposed by that law for the pro- 
tection of the pledgor and the relations of the 
pledgee. 

Toc Court says, in conclusion, that We feel 
constrained to hold the transfer from Mr. Miller, by 
which he was bimself bound, was not a rule within 
the scope and inteution of the power given to sell 
at public or private sale. 

The further point is made that Miller, in vur- 
chasing his notes from the bank, did not pay their 
full face amount. and that such purchase would 
not deprive Rivdon of his right to recover the resi- 
due from Miller. The judgment was affirmed.
